Following is a copy of a game 
bill authored by Representative 
Frank Howington of Comanche, 
which declares a closed season of 
four years in Comanche county 
|<n several species of game birds. 
The bill has passed the House 
and Senate and has only to be 
signed by tise Governor to become 
a law: 
II. B. NO. 666 
AN ACT 
to declare it unlawful to take, 
hunt. trap, ensnare, kill, or a t­ 
tempt to kill by any means what 
soever any pheasants, blue quail, 
or bobwhite in Comanche County 
for a period of four (4» years 
from and after the passage of this 
Act; providing a penalty there­ 
for; and declaring an emergency. 
Be It Enacted By The Legislature 
Of The State of Texas: 
Section 1. It shall be unlawful 
for any person to hunt, 
trap, 
ensnare, kill, or attempt to kill 
by any means whatsoever any 
pheasants, blue quail, or bobwhite 
in Comanche County for a pel - ( 
iod of four (4> years from a n d : 
after the passage of this Act. 
Section 2. Any person violating | 
the provisions of this Act shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemea- j 
nor and shall, upon conviction, 
be fined in any sum not less 
than Twenty Dollars ($20), nor 
more than Two Hundred Dollars 
($200*. 
Section 3. The fact that there 
is a scarcity of pheasants, blue 
and bobwhites in Coman­ 
che County and that they should 
be protected creates an emergency 
and an imperative public neces­ 
sity that the Constitutional Rule 
requiring bills to be read on three 
several days in each House be 
suspended, and the same is here­ 
by suspended, and this Act shall 
force and effect from and 
its passage, and it is so 
enacted.
